Tientsin—O>-North. China's 29th 


army today withdrew the majority 
of her troops from the Wanpingh- 
sicn battle zone, ten miles west of 
Peiping, under the menacing guns 
and watchful guard of Japanese in- 
fantry. 


The Chinese began evacuation in 


accordance with a new agreement 
to end the North China crisis, pre- 
dicated upon withdrawal by Japa- 
nese troops also. 


The 14,000 Japanese troops in the 


area, however, held to their posi- 
tions. Machine gunners manned 
trenches overlooking Wanpinghsien 
throughout the day, and main bat- 
teries behind the lines trained ho- 
witzers on the town. 


A secondary line of batteries fac- 


ed north toward Peiping, whence 
reinforcements might come should 
-the 29th army halt its evacuation 


and decide to fight. 


"Both Sides Suspicious" 


Chinese said the latest 
peace 


agreement was shadowed by "both 
sides being suspicious of the other's 
intentions." 


Some Chinese believed the Jap- 


anese would move into the demili- 
tarized zone and take control of the 
Peiping-Hankow railroad. 


The Japanese today worked to 


strengthen positions to the east and 
south of Peiping, erecting earth 
works, trenches and barbed wire. 
Trucks sped along the front with 
munitions from Fengtai. field head- 
quarters. They were camouflaged 
with tree branches, and soldiers 
wore steel ihats covered by leaves.

was ordered to stand by under full

today to defend .the

interests 


and keep open the railroad to the 
eastern seaport of Chlnwangtao as 


' tension between China and Japan 


flared into new fighting. 


The United States consulate urged 


all able-bodied American men to 
form a volunteer company to rein- 
force the garrison the army mam- 
tains here to protect American in- 
terests. Business men immediately 
began to drill/ 


The American action, indicating 


the gravity of the situation, came as 
the Japanese brigade commander 
southwest of Peiping threatened 
"another and more deadly 
blow" 


against the Chinese.

Plane Drops Bomb 


Foreign advices from Shuntehfu, 


south of Peiping. reported a Japa- 
nese plane flew over the city Sun- 
day afternoon and dropped a bomb 
in a northern suburb. One man was 
killed. Then, the dispatch said, the 
plane attacked 'a regular passenger 
train on the Peiping railroad to 
Hankow to the south. 


The train was said to have been 


crowded with passengers, including 
soldiers. Nine persons were report- 
ed killed. 


The Japanese were considered de- 


termined to wipe out the positions 
held by the 37th Chinese division at 


Marchesa Guglielmo Marconi knelt 
in private services beside the bier 
of her world-famous husband today 
as Rome prepared solemn last rites 
for the genius who invented wire- 
less telegraphy. 


A mass for members of the inven- 


tor's family was said in the Royal 
academy's Galatea room where Mar- 
coni's body lay in somber state sur- 
rounded by double rows of black- 
shirt fascist guards. 


As the Marchesa in deep* mourn- 


struggling to plug a hole gouged in 
their lines west of Madrid by Gen- 
eral Jose Miaja's offensive, surged 
on the 
government salient 
from 


three directions today. 


Their massed drive wrested a 


strategic hill from Miaja's milicia- 
nos— "Peak 660" from which they 
dominated Villanueva de la Can- 
ada, a battle-scarred village about 
15 miles west of Madrid and one of 
the early prizes of the government's 
two-week campaign. 


The government acknowledged 


loss of the peak after three days of 
insurgent counter-attack but assert- 
ed it still held Valdemorilla and 
Villaneuva del Pardillo. at 
the 


mouth of the "pocket" which Ma- 
drid's "milicianos" cut into the flank 
of the eight and one-half month old 
siege lines on the capital's western 
front. 


With the "pocket" the government 


still held Quijorna, Brunete and Vil- 
laneuva de la Canada, east of which 
yesterday's struggle for "Peak 660" 
centered. 


Threat For Rebels 


Miaja's salient extends south- 


ward and completion of its curving 
sweep back toward Madrid either 
would trap insurgent siege forces on 
the western fringe of the city or 
force their evacuation. 


The slopes of "Peak 660" were 


turned into a proving ground for in- 
surgent tanks and government tank 
defenses. when Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco's troops charged again 
yesterday. 


Large masses of insurgent infan- 


try were preceded by tanks which 
lumbered over the pitched terrain 
toward the government's fortifica- 
tions. Insurgent gunners, lying back 
of the infantry, pumped shells into 
the opposing trepches ahead of the 
advance- while insurgent 
planes 


rained explosives on Miaja's men. 


London—(JV-The British admir- 


alty announced today that a prac- 
tice charge dropped by the destroy- 
er Wolfhound to signal a British 
submarine off Portland, while a 
German U-boat passed nearby, led 
to erroneous reports the German 
boat had been baited. 


The (British) Press, association 


had quoted informed sources that 
the German submarine U-27 was 
detected off Britain's naval base at 
Portland on Monday night, that the 
Wolfhound ordered her to the sur- 
face, questioned • the 
commander 


and then permitted her to proceed. 


The admiralty denied this and 


gave this version of the incident: 


The Wolfhound was engaged in 
exercises off the naval base. She 
dropped a practice charge to signal 
a British submarine to come to the 
surface.

Chicago—OV-A verdict of justifi- 


able homicide returned by a coro- 
ner's jury at an inquest into the 
death of 10 men slain in the Memo- 
rial day steel strike riot speeded 
prosecution today of 64 participants 
in the labor clash. 


Six unemployed American mem- 


bers who comprised the jury ab- 
solved the police of responsibility 
for the slayings after hearing testi- 
mony for a week and deliberating 
for 50 minutes yesterday. 


Mai Coghlan, assistant state's at- 


torney, said he would push proceed- 
ings against the 64 strikers and sym- 
pathizers on the basis of evidence 
developed at the inquest. They were 
charged with conspiracy to riot, an 
offense which carries a penalty of 
one to five years in prison upon 
conviction. 


Each of the riot victims, the jury 


decided, was slain "by a bullet fired 
from a gun held in the hand of an 
unknown police officer." 


Jurors' Findings 


The jury's report said the riot 


I started "when a large body of strik- 
ers and strike sympathizers num- 
bering approximately 1,500 to 2,000 
persons, many of whom were armed 
with clubs and missiles, attempted 
to force their way through a police 
line, apparently intending to enter

As terri- 
fied passengers stood on seats, tried 
to scramble to the ground or grasp- 
ed for supports, the oncoming train 
plunged into the cars with a sick- 
ening crash.

or creeping jenny, on Wisconsin 
farms, A. L. Stone, state director of 
seed and weed control, pointed out 
today that this is a more objection- 
able weed than quack grass or Can- 
ada thistle because it is harder to 
kill.

The bindweed has creeping vines 


that entwine around grain and corn 
stalks. It has running roots like the 
Canada thistle, and if neglected, the 
•soil will become so infested with 
its roots as to fail in yielding a prof- 
itable farm crop. 


These roots often are so deeply 


imbedded, in the ground that many 
of them cannot be reached with a 
plow," Stone stated in a report re- 
ceived by R. C. Swanson, county 
agent. "The plant has been known 
to grow from severed roots left sev- 
en feet underground." 


One 6-acre field was visited, on 


one of Stone's trips to assist weed 
commissioners and town chairmen 
in plans for weed control, where an 
almost solid mat of bindweed had 
usurped more than half the space 
of the field. In such large patches 
constant cultivation 
is the only 


means of controlling the weed. 


Small patches of the weed can be 


killed by spraying, late in October, 
with a solution of three pounds of 
sodium or calcium chlorate to one 
gallon of water. A gallon of the so- 
lution is sufficient to spray a square 
rod, care being taken to cover the 
ground thoroughly so no plants will 
escape.

Experimental houses are built up 


of prefabricated wood panels 3 to 
4 feet wide and up to 15 feet long. 
Plywood sheets forming the panel 
faces glued as in aircraft construe* 
tion with moisture-resisting glue to 
both sides of the frame are strong, 
rigid, and light and carry a part of 
the load instead of being an addi- 
tional load on the supports, as in 
ordinary construction. In this way, 
the frame can be lightened without 
sacrificing 
strength or rigidity. 


Joists, for instance, have been re- 
duced in height from the conven- 
tional 10 inches to 6 inches. 


Outer wall panels, using the 


strength of the exterior and interi- 
or plywood, are 2 to 3 inches thick 
instead of the customary wall thick- 
ness of 6 to 8 inches. Uprights with 
double grooves hold the edges of 
the inner and outer plywood. All 
panels are insulated; the wall, roof, 
and lower floor panels primarily 
against heat and cold, and the par- 
titions and floor panels between 
stories against sound. All electrical 
wiring and outlets can be built into 
the units. Quick and ready assem- 
bly on the building site is the goal. 


Different Designs 


The first experimental prefabri- 


'cated house developed at the For- 
est Products laboratory was a one- 
story structure with a flat roof and 
casement windows. More recently 
units have been developed for 
houses of conventional appearance 
with two full stories, pitched roofs, 
and double-hung windows. 


Laboratory workers 
say that 


standard parts do not mean that 
houses must be identical m design 
and appearance. Widely different 
designs can be built with the same 
standard panels with few minor 
changes.

superintendent of the River Pines 
Sanatorium, Portage county, ad- 
dressed the Waupaca county board 
Tuesday morning at an adjourned 
meeting from May 5, in an attempt 
to interest the board in purchase of 
a s-hare in that institution. 


Since 3932 
county Cases have 


been treated at River Pines and ac- 
cording to law, it is necessary that 
it should be a non-profit sharing 
institution. Stock of River Pines i*. 
owned by a considerable number of 
share holders— the majority by two 
widows who are in need of some 
return on the investment. No stock- 
holder has received any dividend 
since 1932. 
. The institutio'n most be closed to 
county cases and take only private 
patients; it may be sold to a re- 
ligious organization which have a 
large number of members and who 
want a sanatorium for the core and 
treatment of the tuberculous sick, 
or the institution may be sold to 
one or more counties. 


Dr. Harrington stated that if the 


sanatorium is closed, the county 
judge and county nurse will be 
obliged, as was the case prior to 
1932, 
to place Waupaca county pa- 


tents in other institutions a con- 
siderable distance from home.

There are enough votes to re-

In other words, it kills 
the "packing" scheme and bestows 
on Mr. Roosevelt the satisfaction of 
having his "objectives" still on the 
calendar for consideration in the 
indefinite future. 


Roosevelt Casual 


The political implications of what 


has happened are, however, not so 
easily erased from the picture. The 
White House has endeavored to 
spread the impression that the Leh- 
man letter was neither a surprise 
nor a bombshell. Mr. Roosevelt 
himself adopted a casual attitude 
toward it Again he amazed the cor- 
respondents on Tuesday afternoon 
by saying he had not read it all and 
that he had seen just a few excerpts 
which came over the news ticker 
in his office the preceding day. 
From this one is to infer that Mr. 
Roosevelt wants the correspondents 
to believe that he either does not 
have time to read the newspapers 
or that he regards a communica- 
tion as important as Governor Leh- 
man's really as a mere incident in 
the day's routine. 


Other spokesmen of the president, 


however, gave the impression that 
the Lehman letter was timed in 
such a way as to cause some un- 
easiness. As a matter 
of fact, it 


could not have come at a more op- 
portune moment from the stand- 
point of the opposition to the pres- 
ident's plan. Another friend of the 
president professed to see a reason 
or motive for the Lehman letter in 
the last paragraph of the communi- 
cation which read as follows: 
This bill, however, I believe to 


be contrary to their interests. Its 
enactment would create a greatly 
dangerous precedent which could 
be availed of by future less well-in- 
tentioned administrations for the 
purpose of oppression or for the 
curtailment of. the constitutional 
rights of our citizens." 


Reference Unexplained 


This particular member of the 


k administration called attention to 
r? the use of the word "oppression'* as 


if to imply that it had some special 
significance in relation to Govern- 
or Lehman's possible motive for 
•writing the letter. The reference 
was not explained, but it might be 
that an effort is being made to ex- 
plain away the Lehman letter on 
the ground that it was motivated 
by consideration for the minority 
groups in America—Catholics and 
Jews—who have always been alert 
to oppose any measures which 
might seem to constitute any dan- 
gers, actual or potential, to the free- 
dom of religion. New York state 
has an unusually large number of 
Catholic and Jewish voters and it 
would be natural, of course, for a

It remains a mystery why this 


In any way lessens the value of the 
Lthtnan letter, unless it was in- 
tended to point out that Mr. Leh- 
man, was under pressure from his 
constituents. 


There has been some comment 


hereabouts that maybe the Lehman 
letter was made public as a means 
of simplifying the reversal by Sen- 
ator Wagner of the position toward 
the court bill which he is assumed 
to have taken heretofore. If Sena- 
tor Wagner, responsive to the many 
aroused citizens in the empire state, 
wanted to shift ground, the Lehman 
letter would be the most natural 
way to help him to do it. The gov- 
ernor pointed out that he did not 
write as the chief executive of a 
state but only as an individual citi- 
zen .who has the right, of course, to 
appeal to the senators on matters of 
federal legislation. • 


Showed Courage 


Mr. Lehman could have written 


to Senator Copeland, too, which 
might, on the other hand, have been 
confused in some way with the New 
York city political situation. The 
fact that the 
governor wrote to 


Senator Wagner and made his let- 
ter public promptly can mean only 
that the governor wanted to see the 
court bill beaten and that he had 
taken his stand with the other fine 
men in the Democratic party who 
consider that party loyalty ought to 
stop at the edge of the precipice be- 
yond which lies a breakdown of 
constitutional government. 


It is unfortunate that some thick- 


and-thln supporters of the presi- 
dent here are so ready to criticize 
Governor Lehman. All government 
seems to them a personal matter. 
This has been one of the New Deal 
weaknesses from the beginning— 
the feeling that government was a 
personal affair. Governor Lehman 
was big enough and brave enough 
to regard the issues in an imperson- 
al way. It hurt him, no doubt, to do 
what he did, but the acts of states- 
men who are courageous enough to 
subordinate all considerations ex- 
cept love of country often carry 
with them the penalty of criticism 
by those who follow the politician's 
creed of personal ambition and ex- 
pected rewards from party loyalty 
rather than adherence to funda- 
mental principles of patriotism.

Uncle Ray's Corner 


Tails of Squirrels 


How much the squirrels owe to 


their bushy tails! If they did not 
have tails, they could not balance 
themselves in their long leaps from 
limb to limb, or tree to tree. 


One of the tront seized his t*H. 
The smallest tree squirrel on our 


continent is the eastern flying squir- 
rel, with a body only about five 
inches long on the average. Its tail 
is about four inches long, but it is 
very useful. Spread out behind dur- 
ing a glide, it looks like a rudder, 
and it may be of help in* guiding 
the little animal to its landing place. 
Other kinds of flying squirrels have 
longer tails and bodies, but none are 
so large as gray squirrels or fox 
squirrels. 


Some gray squirrels are nearly 


two feet in length, counting the tails 
and their tails are 11 or 12 inches 
long. Fox squirrels have tails even 
a little longer, sometimes measuring 
13 inches. 


The red squirrel's tail is shorter 


than that of the gray, but it is just 
as important to the little animal. We 
are told that it "strips off* rather 
easily. When that happens, it is sad 
indeed, for the squirrel no longer 
is able to make safe leaps. 


Mr. Charles H. Horton tells of a 


red squirrel wfoich lost its tail while 
he was watching it On the lawn be- 
side the Horton home was a large 
fountain basin in which there were 
several good-sized trout. The red 
squirrel was in the custom of drink- 
ing from the basin. 


One day the squirrel took his 


drink, then turned and sat on the 


rim of the basin. He seemed to be 
watching a cat some distance away, 
and was chattering and at the same 
time moving his tail so it touched 
the water now and then. Suddenly 
one of the trout leapt for the tail, 
caught it and pulled it off! 


Running to a nearby tree, the 


squirrel climbed it and looked down 
to see the trout playing with the 
tail. The squirrel scolded for a few 
minutes. Mr. Horton stated that he 
saw the squirrel later, and that the 
sore spot seemed to be healed; but 
the squirrel without a tail did not 
live long. At least it vanished from 
sight in a week or so, and was not 
seen again in the grove where it 
had made its home. 


Other cases' are known where 


squirrels have lost their tails, and 
it seems they never have lived long 
afterward. The tail seems to keep. 
a squirrel from being hurt by a 
long-jump. 


Gray squirrels, with their fine 


bushy tails, often make leaps from 
great heights. They can leap without 
harm from a height of 50 or. 60 feet, 
landing on twigs covering 
the 


ground in the forest. It is claimed 
that they have fallen from heights 
of more than 75 feet during winter, 
aria have not hurt themselves. The 
snow has served as a cushion.

AST week we were talking 
about reflected sunlight being 
equally as harmful in burn- 


ing the skin as direct 
sunshine. 


Remember that it is the short, ul- 
tra-violet rays, the actinic rays, of 
the sun that do the damage and the 
darkening. 


A neighbor of ours acquired a 


very severe burn the very first day 
at the beach. She expressed 
sur- 


prise, because she lives in the sub- 
urbs all year round and Is almost 
constantly out-of-doors. 


"I can't understand it," she said. 


"I am always out-of-doors, and I 
never burn. In fact, one reason 
why I did not protect my skin is 
the fact that I was so sure I would 
not—could not burn." 


Obviously the explanation was 


that one is more likely to burn 
more readily at the beach, near 
sand and seathan inland. One is 
undoubtedly more exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun. Added to 
that, sand and sea reflect the sun's 
rays so that one is actually getting 
a double dose. 


Too many people make the mis- 


take of overestimating the 
resis- 


tance of their own skin, or under- 
estimating the powers of Old Sol. 


One Application Not Enough 
Another mistake is to expect one 


application to do a thorough pre- 
ventive job in spite of hours of 
exposure. I've seen women come 
to the beach equipped with jar or 
bottle: apply their preventive, then 
expose the skin to the direct rays 
of the sun. And in the case of a 
severe burn we humans are all too 
quick to blame the product as not 
sufficiently effective. There is no 
knowing how much 
worse 
the 


burn might have been had not the 
preventive been applied. And there 
is no knowing how much less se- 
vere the burn would have been 
i£ the application had been repeat- 
ed several times, or better yet ex- 
posure limited to not more than ten 
or fifteen, minutes. Until the skin 
has built up its own resistance 
against the tanning, burning of its 
coat, repeated applications of pre- 
ventive cream or oil every half 
hour are none too frequent.

woman should keep a bottle of oil 
or sunproofing cream in her locker 
or better yet take it with her to 
links or beach and apply it relig- 
iously. 


The value of sunproofing prep- 


arations is not to be measured by 
their prevention of sunburn alone. 
Remember that they not only les- 
sen the intensity of the ultraviolet 
rays of the sun but in 
addition 


avoid the damage that such a burn 
would bring with it— the coarsen- 
ing of the skin, the drying, rough- 
ening, thickening and general ha-

I do not like the idea of borrowing everything one happens to think he 


wants. Borrowing that has no balancing responsibility to pay back is a 
dangerous notion. I would teach children that borrowing is a double- 
actioned process, taking and giving. What they borrow they must pay 
back, and that knowledge must be firmly set in mind before the borrow- 
ing is done. 


In the family children and parents give and take among themselves. 


They could not do otherwise. But even in the family there is a limit to 
the taking without the return giving. If one child gets into the habit of 
taking what he wants, and when asked about it says, ''O, yes. I borrowed 
it yesterday and I mean to tell you and return it. but I forgot." he is to 
be taught the obligations of thine and mine. Unrestrained borrowing of 
that sort is likely to teach bad ethics. 


Children ought to be warned about lending their things to other chil- 


dren. High-school children are likely to meet such experiences often.

use of money is something that 
must be taught children. In this as 
in most other fields, children learn 
by experience. They have to use 
money, spend it, earn it, manage 


tea. for example—and then 
you 


could explain to them all togeth- 
er what has happened and then 
say to them frankly, "Tell me, what 
should I do, because I realize it may 
be a long time before I deserve to 
keep all the lovely presents you 
have given me?" 
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it personally to learn about it. If 
their experiences are guided and 
pointed by their parents they stand 
a good chance of learning ht>w 
money is managed. But if they are 
left to muddle their way through 
they are likely to learn in sorrow. 
Wisdom in money affairs is likely 
to be long delayed. Borrowing, us- 
ing charge accounts, buying on the 
instalment plan have-their rightful 
places in our economy when they 
are used intelligently. That means 
that children have to have experi- 
ence with them and be trained 
through those experiences. 


I believe that earning money Is 


a fine experience for youth. I hope 
they will always have the benefit 
of it. Using an allowance is another 
fine way of gaining right experi- 
ences. One way or another, the use, 
value place of money must be 
taught children. Borrowing is an 
experience that needs careful su- 
pervision if it is not to do harm. 


This seems to prove conclusively

Madison—Cn—The state industri- 


al commission reported today the 
volume of factory employment and 
pay rolls in Wisconsin during April 
May and June this year was greater 
than in the comparable months of 
1929, the pre-depression era.

any other time since 1921, excepting 
the year 1928. 


Employment last month was 4.2 


per cent greater than in June, 1929 
and pay rolls were up 4.8 per cent. 


The commission noted that for the 


first time on record—last August to 
March—the total of factory jobs and 
earnings showed substantial gains 
during the fall and winter months.

. .Mayor Lewis F. Nelson presided 
at' his first council meeting last 
night, and opened it with a brief 
explanation of -what he' intended 
to do as mayor. The board of pub- 
lic works reported on the cost of 
the south side -wading pool and on 
the sale of an old road roller for 
scrap iron. 


Suggest Plan 


Recommendation was made by 


the board that the operator and the 
other help, who \rill be needed in 
running the new sewage disposal 
plant be hired by the utilities com- 
mission. 


In his first talk to the council 


members Mayor Nelson said that 
he wanted to make Kaukauna the 
finest city in the Fox River valley.

stealing his half of the moon. Sup- 
pose. for example, that Mr. Roose- 
velt cajoled and coerced fifty Sen- 
ators into carrying out his will. 
There will remain not merc'y the 
emb'ttered m-rority of forty-six, 
determined to check him at tl.e 
first opportunity, but perhaps ten.

port, and that dictation simply will 
not work in a free country. 
No 
leader can afiord to override the 
deepest conviction of more than 
half of a popular assembly unless 
he is willing to go further and suo- 
press the cpuosition. Tho choice 
has to be made: cither to persuade 
or to -"upprc=s the dissents. 
KooscvHt Makes No 
Effort To Persuade 


B'jt what in Mr. Roosevjlt doing' 


He imVes no effort to persuade. 
He is unable to convince. Yet he 
seeks to compel. That is the great- 
est folly that a leader can commit 
— to 
compel unconvinced men 


whom he is unable to suppress.
